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true of those sections dealing with the fitting of edged tools and saws; however, 
such inclusions are necessary to a comprehensive treatment of the subject. 

A pioneer in the field, this volume should be well received by teachers and 
supervisors of shop subjects. It is the first publication presenting an organized 
effort to meet a well-defined need.
